‘That of the $12,970 contract, $2,275 
was divided amongst unsuccessful ten- 
derers ag follows: $275 each for A. B. 
Ormsby & Co., A. Mathews, W. T. Hut- 
son & Sons, Douglas Bros. and G. Du- 
thie & Sons; $230 for the Pedlar peo- 
ple and $600 for Wheeler and Batn. 

That, as well as the above, Ormsby 
& Co. got $500, and the privilege of 
eupplying half the material for the 
north half of the market.

Dominion Day Banquet at the 
Hotel Cecil, London. 


LORD STRATHCONA IN CHAIR 


One of the Two Surviving Fathers of 
Confederation, Sir Charles Tupper, 
Prosent—Ideas That Draw Domin- 
ion Closer Within the Empire Ex- 
Pressed by the Speaker—An 
Enthui tic Function. 


London, July 3.—(C. A. P.)—Over 350 
sat down at the Dominion Day banquet 
at tho Hotel Cecil. Lord Strathcona 
wos in the chair and among the num- 
erous company présent were the Bishop 
of Ripon, the Earl of Derby, Sir Chas. 
Tupper, Dr. Parkin, G, W. Cockburn 
and Sir Thomas Barlow. 

Lord Strathcona on rising to propose 
the toast to the King recolved great ap- 
plause. N. A. Belcourt, M. P., proposed 
the toast to the Queen and the rest of 
the royal family. 

The Darl of Jersey proposed the Im- 
perial Forces. He said Canada hod set 
an example the Empire should follow. 

Admiral Hopkins responding to same 
toast sald when addressing Canadians 
he was not addressing strangers. He 
referred to the C. P, R, steamors hay- 
ing beaten the Cunard steamers. 

Of Canada’s Best. 

Lord Strathcona in proposing the 
Dominion of Canada referred to Sir 
Charles Tupper as one of Canada’s best 
and greatest men. Lord Strathcona sald 
Canadians at Bisley and Henley and 
the Chambers of Commerco and medi- 
cal associations visit to Canada would 
draw the Dominion closer to the &m- 
pire. 

Lord Elgin, responding, claimed the 
right to share the affection Canadians 
had for their country, as he was a 
Canadian born. He congratulated Sir 
Charles Tupper as the day was his 
birthday. Referring to the freedom of 
the British citizen, Lord EHlgin sald 
there was no better example to-day 
than the: French-Canadian. 

Colin Campbell, Attorney-General of 
Manitoba, proposed “Our Guests.” 

The Bishop of Ripon and the Lord 
Mayor of London responded. 

A very large number of those at tho 
banquet afterwards journeyed west- 
ward to the Imperial Institute, to Lord 
Strathcona’s at home.

PRAYED FOR OTHERS 


While Pinned in Railway Wreck 
and Death Crept On. 


REV.MR.KING’S TOUCHING END 


He, Along With Two Other Canrdians, 
Mr. Walter Barwick, K. C., and C. A. 
Pipon of Toronto, Were Killed In 
tho Terrible Salisbury Accident 
on Sunday—A Graphic Story of 
the Awful Event. 


Salisbury, Eng., July 3—(C. A. P.)— 
The death of Rey. Mr. King was par- 
ticularly touching. 

He did not lose his senses for a sec- 
ond, and even when he felt death creep- 
ing on him and when he was pinned 
in the wreck he prayed for those around 
him, He must have been suffering t 
rible agony, yet to the end his thoug 
was for others. 

When told by the surgeons that he 
must compose himself, he sald that his 
duty was to pray. 

Barwick Keeping Faith. 

The body of the late Walter Par 
wick, KC. a victim of the Salisbury 
wreck, was brought to London }2 
night and now Mes at an undert E 
at 82 Baker street, If the Canadian 
relatives so deaire it will be embalmed 
and sent home, otherwise it will be in- 
terred by relatives here. 

Col. Atkinson, brother-in-law of Mr 
Barwick, who had the sad duty of {den 
tlfying the remains, returned to Lon- 
don last night, having been at Salis- 
bury since Sunday afternoon. He was 
prosent at the inquest yesterday after- 
noon. Beyond the identification of the 
bodies, nothing developed. Identification 
Was not dificult. 

Tt fs belleved the desire to keep an 
engagement influenced the deceased to 
take the fatal train. 

Mr. Pipon's Interment. 

The remains of the late C. A. Pipon 
are etill at Sallebury, where his sisters 
awalt the wishes of the Canadian rela- 
Mves. If so desired, interment will be 
in the family vault on Guernsey Island. 

Francis King, brother of the jate Rev. 
BH. L. King, went to Salisbury for the 
inquest and has not yet returned. 


Twenty-Seven Persons Killed on Lon- 
don Southwestern Railway Near 
Salisbury, England, Sundey. 


Balisbury, Eng., July 3—Driving at 
a mad pace over the London Southwest- 
ern Railway the American Line express, 
carrying 43 of the steamer New York's 
Passengers from Plymouth to London, 
plunged from the track just after pass- 
ing the station here at 1.57 o'clock 
Sunday morning and mangled to death 
in its wreckage 28 passengers who sail- 
ed from New York June 23, and four 
of the trainmen. 

Besides those to whom death came 
Bpeedily a dozen persons were injured, 
some of them seriously.

Graphic Description. 

In reviewing Sunday's events, it is 
recalled that while all went well until 
the train reached Salisbury, some pas- 
Sengers at various points remarked on 
the very high rate of speed, one or two 
expressing some alarm, and those tak- 
ing supper on the train experienced 
Sreat difficulty in avoiding spilling the 
contents of thelr plates and cups. 

A short distance out of Salisbury be- 
gins o remarkable curve, which some- 
times has been described as the most 
dangerous in the world, and which cer- 
tainly possesses elements of danger. 
Not only does the line enter and leave 
the station on a curve, but where it 
crosses Fisherton street the line takes 
a slight rise in order to afford suffi- 
cient headway to the dipping roadway 
below. It was practically at this point 
that the engine jumped the rails and 
brought about a disaster, both as re- 
garde the percentage of lives lost and 
wre extent of the damage to rolling 
stock, almost without precedent in the 
annals of British railway accidents, 
and especially of boat expresses. 

At the scene of the catastrophe there 
aro five lines of rails. Two are main 
lines, two others are devoted to local 
traMce, and the fifth is a siding. 

Of these five lines only two were oc- 
cupled at the time of the accident, A 
milk train loaded with empty cans was 
leisurely entering the station in the op- 
posite direction to the express, while 
at the entrance of the siding there !s 
a solitary locomotive ready to|furnish 
any service the milk train might re- 
quire.

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ana «med a guard Instantly 
carriages broke from their couplings. 
The engine hurled itself against the 
edge of the strong iron parapet which 
bounds the bridge over the roadway. 
Fortunately it struck the parapet al- 
most end on and so probably was eaved 
from carrying away the parapet and 
projecting the train into the street be- 
low. However, the iron work of the 
parapet was twisted out of all shape, 
and a portion of it was detached and 
fell with a crash to the pavement be- 
neath, 
Pascenger Hurled 30 Feet. 

The impact with the bridge was 
startling in its results. While the un- 
der parts of the railway carriages re- 
mained on the track, though off the 
rails, the woodwork of the oarriages 
projected over the bridge and the street 
below was strewn with glass and spiin- 
ters, One passenger was oven hurled 
right through the side of a broken car- 
riage 20 feet to the embankment and 
elther killed and mangled by the fall 
or by the mass of wreckage that fel) 
upon him. 
The locomotive and tender rebound- 
ing from the parapet now hurled their 
immense weight against the stationary 
locomotive, which became a shapeleas 
wreck, its boiler exploding and so se- 
verely scalding both the driver and the 
fireman that the latter has elnce died. 

A Ghastly Pile. 
The express engine finally turned tur- 
tle, broken-backed. Carriage was piled 
on carriage as though by giant hands, 
the stationary engine tilted towards 
the concrete platform with the wreck- 
age of one carriage on its top, and the 
engine and tender of the express almost 
Jocked into the stationary engine, 
everything being smashed and splin- 
tered with the exception of the guards’ 
van of the express, which, owing to 
the presence of mind of the guard 
who quickly applied the brakes, was 
not overturned, 
The directions to engine drivers over 
this portion of the line is not to exceed 
® speed of 20 miles an hour, but it is 
alleged calculations based on the times 
at which different signal boxes were 
passed show that this speed was ex- 
ceeded. Unfortunately both the en- 
gine driver and the stoker are dead, 
and therefore it may be difficult to ob- 
tain reliable evidence as to the speed 
the train was running when the acci- 
dent occurred. 

Flames Add Terror. 

The horror of the scene which now 
Presents itself was intensified by fears 
of the added calamity of fire. Flames 
shot up from the furnace of the over- 
turned engine and set fire to debris in 
the vicinity and a considerable escape 
of gas from the reservoirs underneath 
the train. Officials, however, with the 
greatest promptitude brought hose to 
play, checked the flames at the outset 
and turned off the gas, 

The few officials at the station who 
Were soon reinforced by willing helpers 
from the town, with the aid of lamps 
began the work of rescue. The spec- 
tacle that met their gaze was heart- 
rending. Instead of the shrieks that 
might have been expected, ominous si- 
lence succeeded to the horrors of the 
®cene. Statlonmaster Lawrence says 
this was what most struck him on ar- 
riving at the spot. Both the ‘njured 
and the survivors seemed to be too 
stricken or too dazed by the sudden- 
ness of the tragedy to utter even a 
murmur. The waiting rooms of the 
station were hastily prepared for use as 
surgeries or mortuaries. In the car- 
riage huddled in wreckage almost 
under the wheels of the upturned en- 
gine death had been busiest. Here 
mine men and five women were taken 
out dead soon after the acoldent The 
river and fireman were quite dead in 
their cab. 

These were all taken to the wasting 
room and several of the injured were 
given first aid and dispatched te the 
infirmary which fortunately was not 


= 
Bodies In a Heap. 

The work of rescue proceeded slowly 
until the arrival of the break down 
gangs from London and Exeter and de- 
apite the utmo# despatch it was noon 
before the last of the dead was extri- 
eated from the shastlg prison house. 

When an opening was made into the 
second carriage, a terrible sight was re- 
vealed. At one end of a compartment 
several bodies were jammed together, 
in an almost unrecognisable mass. It 
was six or eight hours before it was 
found possible to remove them. 

The scenes around the wreck were 
calculated to shake the strongest 
merves. The sobbing and cries of young 
Mrs. Cossitt wrung tears from many of 
the rough men among the rescuers. 
She herself was little hurt, but her 
husband was so severely injured that 
though still alive his case was seen to 
be hopeless. He died shortly after be- 
ing taken to the infirmary, and the 
bereaved bride was taken to the resi- 
dence of a local doctor, from whence 
she subsequently went to friends in 
London. Among the dead is Keeler, the 
“human enigma.” He had telegraphed 
to his aged mother in London from 
Plymouth of his expected arrival. 


The Merbid Throng. 


Throughout Sunday the scene was 
visited Dy thousands of people coming 
by motor-car, by railroad, or on bi- 
cycles. 

The cause of the accident is still in 
doubt. It is suggested that the wheels 
of the engine failed to take the switch, 
or that a wheel or axle broke. A care- 
ful examination may afford some evi- 
dence. 

The train was regarded as having 
been Nght for high speed, but it js no- 
torious that trains always eway and 
shake going at any speed over this 
curve. Usually at the Salisbury curve 
steam {is shut off and the brakes ap- 
plied. 

Wo such serious acctdent has ocour- 
red since 1899, when the New Haven 
boat train and the Brighton Express 
collided at Wivelsfield, Killing six pas- 
sengers. 


Tho Inquest. 

The inquest was opened yesterday 
afternoon in the banquet chamber of 
the Clty Hall. Representatives of tha’ 
American Line, the South-Western 
Railway, the Amalgamated Society of 
Ratlway Servants, and the Association 
of Engineers and Firemen were present 
The American consul at Southampton, 
AYbert W. Swalm, !s looking after the: 
interests of the Americans. \ 

Immediately after the jury had beon 
Sworn they proceeded to the rallroad 
station to view the bodies. Reporters | 
Were not allowed to accompany them. | 

When the jury returned the coroner 
Announced that only evidence regard- 
ing the identification of the bodles 
would be taken, and that the inquest 
Would then be adjourned for a fort- 
night. He expressed deep sympathy 
with the victims and their surviving re- 
latives, 


No further deaths have been record- — 


ed. The bodies of the dead are still in 
the walting-reem of the railroad.

STRUCK FROM ROLLS 


Probrejensky Regiment of Guards 
Incurs Czar’s Anger. 


CZAR VIRTUALLY A PRISONER 


Gen. Trepoff Redoubles Precautions to 
Prevent Surprises and Anything 
May Happen—Peterhof the Safest 
Place For the Emperor—Bomb- 
Throwing and Peasantry An- 
nexing Land Continues. 


Gt. Petersburg, June 30—The crusk- 
ing blow inflicted on the Emperor by 
the discovery of disaffection in his fav- 
orite regiment, the Probrejensky regi- 
ment of Life Guards, as shown dy its 
adoption of resolutions recently up- 
holding all the actions of Parliament 
nd announcing that the men wanted 
no more police duty entailing the slay- 
ing of brothers or fathers, has eo af- 
fected His Majesty that he has ordered 
the name of the disloyal first battalion 
to be stricken from the roll of the Im- 
perial Guards. In addition, the soldiers 
and officers of the battalion have been 
deprived forever of the special rights 
enjoyed by guardsmen and hereafter 
the battalion will be dosignated “the 
special infantry battalion.” 

The general staff no longer conceals 
its fear that the morale of the entire 
army is profoundly shaken, and that 
with Parliament championing the cause 
of the mutineers in each instance as 
it arises the first big test may find 
troops in line up as the French guards 
did two days before the Bastille fell, on 
the side of the people and against the 
monarchy. 

Lock Horns. 


The Constitutional Democrats and 
Radicals locked horns during yester- 
day's session of the Lower House over 
the project of the law of assembly 
drafted by the committee of the Con- 
stitutional Democrats. The project re- 
talns a number of the features of the 
provisional law promulgated last win- 
ter, such as the prohibition of meetings 
within a mile of the residence of the 
Emperor, and of the Parliament build- 
ing; the requirement of the presence 
of a police representative and a day’s 
notice of the intention to hold meet- 
ings, all of which were strongly attack- 
ed by the Radicals.

Czar Virtually a Prisoner. 


Since the revelations that disloyalty 
had inyaded even His Majesty's Own 
Regiment (the Probrejensky Regiment 
of the Guards), It is asserted here that 
nothing would be surprising. Gen. Tre- 
poff, commander of the palace, who is 
personally charged with protecting the 
safety of the Emperors person, has re- 
doubled his precautions. The garrison 
at Peterhof has been strengthened by 
guard of Circassians, and the detach- 
ment of Cossacks about the palace has 
been doubled. The servants at the pal- 
ace, as heretofore, ara the Emperors 
faithful Mamelukes and Tartars, geome 
of whom do not speak the Russian Jan- 
guage. The Russian servants are con- 
fined for the time being to tried lack- 
eys and valets, but among these the ter- 
rorists haye frequently, boasted. that

FOUR ARE TO DIE. 


Capital Punishment For Egyptians Who 
Attacked British Officers. 

‘Cairo, Egypt, June 28—Tho trial of 
the natives concerned in the attack of 
June 13 on the party of five British of- 
ficers while the latter were shooting at 
the village of Demshawai, near Tan- 
tah, resulting in the killing of one of 
the officers, Capt. S. C. Bull, of the Sixth 
(inniskilling) Dragoons, and the ser- 
fous maltreatment of the others, has 
wesulted in four natives being sentenced 
to death, four to penal servitude for 
life, three to 16 years’ penal servitude, 
wix to seven years and three to one year 
and five to receive 60 lashes. Thirty- 
one of the accused were acquitted. 

‘The executions and the floggings will 
occur at Demshawal All-the men sen- 
tenced to death will be hanged by turns 
om one gallows, in the presence of the

New York, Juno 29—Harry Kendall 
Thaw was indicted yesterday for mur- 
der in the first degreo for the killing 
of Stanford White last Monday night 
on Madison square Roof Garden. His 
wife, Evelyn Nesbitt Thaw, appeared 
as a witness before the grand jury, but 
‘begged to be excused from giving any 
testimony whatever. Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan and the jurors did not 
insist that she should answer any 
questions, Thaw will plead to the in- 
dictment in court to-day.

ITALIANS IN A RIOT 


Kingston Policemen Attacked 
With Knives and Pistols. 


TWO OFFICERS ARE STABBED 


One Hundred Italians, Employed by the 
Grand Trunk, Go on Strike and Chase 
the Police, When the Magistrate 
Called Out the Regular Troops, 
Who Quell the Riot — Gravo 
Fears For One Wounded Man. 


Kingston, June 29.—Two officers of 
the law were seriously wounded with 
elillettos in the hands of Italians dur- 
ing a riot following a strike of 100 
foreigners yesterday. The Italians 
chased tho police, who had been sent 
by the authorities to quell tho distur- 
Danco, and the mayor and police magis- 
trate called out tho regular troops, 

The riot occurred at {he outer depot. 
‘About 100 navvies, chiefly Italians, are 
employed by the Grand Trunk repatr- 
ing the road. Yesterday morning they 
became dissatisfied with their wages. 
They havo been getting $1.40 per day, 
and want $1.65, Thoy board and sleep 
on old cars at the depot. 

Yesterday morning the railway fore- 
man ordered them to make up a train 
and proceed to Collins’ Bay to work, 
and then trouble began, The strikers 
assombled on the station platform and 
raised a disturbance, 

Special G. T. R. Agent McRae and 
Detectlve James Harrott arrived on 
train No. 1 from the east and endea- 
vored to quell the row. The police were 
telephoned for and Sergt. Nesbitt, P.C. 
8. Naylon and McAdoo hastened to the 
scene. 

Fought With Clubs. 

The rioters were gathered on the 
platfo*m making all kinds of threats. 
The policemen ordered them off, and 
when they refused to obey drew their 
clubs and endeavored to put them off 
by force. i 

Thereupon tho strikers drew knives 
and reyolvers and started to attack the 
officers. Mr. McRae and Detective Har- 
rott came to the assistance of the local 
police, and a fierce fight ensued. The 
officers of the law were not armed 
with revolvers, but fought manfully 
with their clubs and did great execu- 
tion, knocking about a score of the 
strikers senseless. The latter succeed- 
ed in retaliating, however, and the po- 
licemen were finally forced to beat re- 
treat, pursued to their cab by the mad- 
dened foreigners. 

Slashed By Strtker. 

Yn the fight Police Sergt. Nesbitt was 
badly wounded in the left arm, it be- 
ing slashed open with a stilletto from 
the shoulder to the elbow. Special 
Agent McRae was also even more seri- 
ously wounded, and the gravest fears 
for his condition are felt. He sustain- 
ed a deep stab with a stilletto in the 
abdomen. 

The police brought the two wounded 
men back to the city and drove them 
to Dr. Bogart’s surgery. Mr. McRae 
was later removed to the General Hos- 


pital. P. C, S. Naylon and McAdoo es- | 


caped unhurt, They claim that it was 
a miracle that they were not all kill- 


ed. Revolvers were drawn by the dozen ! 


and many shots fired. The rioters were 


all armed with knives and fought Nke | 
mad creatures, and the batons of the { 


policemen were spattered with blood, 
showing that they had not remained 
inactive. Detective Harrott carried a 
leather baton, which he exhibited, 
showing where the heavy seam in the 
leather had been ripped by the force 
of the blows dealt. 
Troops Called Out. 

When the police returned to the city 
the police magistrate and Mayor Mow- 
at were notified. After a brief consul- 
tation it was decided to call out the 
Tegular troops, and a call was made 
on the officers and men of the R.O.H.A 
A prompt response was met with and 
shortly after 3 o’clock a mounted de- 
tachment from the battery, armed for 
@ fight, hurried off to the scene of the 
distunbance, 

On arrival the battery men surround- 
ed the cars in which most of the mav- 
vies had meanwhile entered. But some 
of the disturbers took to the woods at 
aight of the mounted men, and the city 
police went in pursuit. Police 
stable Driscoll arrested a man who is 
supposed to have done the stabbing, 
and he was brought into the police sta- 
tion. Nine others were also arrested, 
and all the ringleaders will be brought 
to the city for trial. 

About 70 of the rioters are still in the 
woods. 

Strike At St. Anne. 

Montreal, June 29.—Because of a 
strike of laborers at Macdonald Agri- 
cultural Oollege, St. Anrie, who were 
replaced by a gang of Italians from 
Montreal, provincial police were sent 
out yesterfy to keep order. Bricklay- 
ers and masons then refused to work 
under police protection, so a general 
strike was ordered. The laborers de- 
manded an increase from $1.50 to $2.20 
a day and were offered $1.75. 


ABOUT NIAGARA COMMON. 


Slr Wilfrid Writes Premier Whitney 
In Contradiction to Rumor. 

Toronto, Juno 29—"I have received a 
communication from Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
Jer saying it is not the intentlon of the 
Dominion Government to sell or din- 
pose of Niagara Common.” 

This statement, made by Premier 
Whitney, yesterday afternoon, upsets 
tho rumor, one that had apparently 
somo grounds for existence that the 
driling ground at Niagara was to be 
abandoned. 

Mr. Whitney sald he had written the 
Dominion Premier with reference tto 
‘the accredited intentions of the Govern- 
ment, suggesting that If the plain were 
about to pass from its possession that 
they be turned over to the Ontario 
Government, provided the consideration 
asked wag suitable. It was pointed out 


by Mr. Whitney that tho historic na- , 


ture of the locality made its possession 
by the people desirable.

She was 
removed to her homo and Dr, Carson 
called, He found her suffering from a 
severe attack of dysentery, superinduc- 
ed by powerful tablets she had taken, 
80 it ts stated, at the instance of Jack- 
son to relieve a condition of which he 
later acknowledged responsibility for. 

Miss Wells {s said to have told the 
facts to the physician, and then lapsed 
into unconsciousness, expiring two 
hours later at 8 p, m. 

She was buried at 3 o'clock on Satur- 
day without o burial permit having 
been taken out. 

Coroner Henry, learning of the cir- 
cumstances, ordered the body exhumed, 
and a postmortem examination was 
held. 

From what can be learned, !t appears 
that on Iriday night, two weeks ogo, 
an operation was performed on de- 
ceased to procure an abortion. The 
place where the operation took placo 
was upstairs in tho West End laundry 
building next to the postoflice, and the 
nome of A, C, Douglass, a local drug- 
gist, is connected with this phase of the 
case.

THE MAJORITY 1S 55 


Arctic Report Carried By the 
House On Vote of 93 to 38, 


DEBATE CONTINUED ALL DAY 


Hon. Mr. Brodeur Criticizes the Atti- 
tude of the Opposition Leader, Who 
Is Compelled to Withdraw Unpar- 
liamentary Language — Minister 
of Marine Gives Some Interest- 
ing Comparisons of Cost. 


Ottawa, June 29—By one of the big- 
Best majorities which has been record- 
ed jn this Parliament the House this 
morning vindicated the Government 
by adoptng the report of the commit- 
tee investigating the provisioning and 
outfitting of the Arctic for her cruise 
4n northern waters. The yole was 93 
to 88. 

‘The debate, which continued without 
Interruption from the opening of the 
House until the adjournment, was 
chiefly noticeable for the sustained in- 
terest throughout, and marked deyel- 
opment of debating talent among the 
younger men on the Government side, 
Messrs R. Macpherson, F. F. Pardee, f. 
B. Carvel] and George DW. McCraney, 
all members of the committee, made 
excellent speeches, marshalling their 
arguments and presenting the case 
with thoroughness of detail and con- 
vincing logic that was frequently and 
vigorously applauded. x 

Hon. Mr. Brodeur gave some {n- 
teresting comparisons of the cost of 
Arctic expeditions, showing that Cane- 
dian expeditions cost less than either 
German or English. A comparjson be- 
tween the different expeditions to the 
Arctic sent out by Canada showed that 
the most expensive was that fitted out 
by Mr. Foster, Minister of Marine in 
1886, and that not only was a supply of 
brandy and whiskey furnished to the 
expedition, but the Auditor-General 
ceqmplained that details of the accounts 
were withheld from him. It was fur- 
ther shown that under .Mr. Foster's 
administration brandy, whiskey ond 
cigars were supplied to ordinary Goy- 
emment steamers jn home waters, a 
practice that does not preyail under 
the present Government. 

When the House met yesterday 
morning the promised debate on the 
report of the special committee which 
investigated the purchase of supplies 
for the steamer Arctic was at once 
fbegun. Mr. A. K. Maclean, Chairman 
of the committee, moved that the re 
Port of the committee be concurred in. 
This brought Dr. Stockton (St. John) 
to his feet in a brief speech in opposi- 
tion thereto, and he was followed by 
Many members on both sides. There 
were many sharp passages at arms, 
the most notable being this one, which 
occurred about midnight: 

Hon, Mr. Brodeur criticized the lead- 
er of the Opposition for, when Hon. 
Mr. Prefontaine was sitting In the 
House and could have replied to the 
attacks, not having had the courage to 
attack his administration. 

Mr. Borden had asked that the House 
go back to 1902 to investigate the de 
partment. Why had he not moved it 
when Mr. Prefontaine was Minister? 

Mr. R. L. Borden—The statement of 
the hon. gentleman is absolutely false. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding called the Speak- 
er’s attention to the unparliamentary 
language, and the leader of the Opposi- 
tion substituted the words “the state 
ment had not the slightest foundation 
in fact,” 

Mr. Brodeur, continuing, said that 
Mr. Borden had waited until Mr. Pre 
fontaine was dead before he launched 
‘his attack. (Government applause.) Mr. 
Brodeur compared the cost of English, 
German and Canadian expeditions to 
the Arctic regions, and showed that 
the Canadian expedition was the leagt 
expensively equipped. Moreover, there 
had been four expeditions to the north 
by Canadian vessels in 1904. The cost 
per man on the Arctic for prévisions 
was $1.03; the cost per man on the 
Neptune, which went In 1908, was 
$1.14; on the Diana In 1897 ft was 83 
cents, but on the Neptune’s trip north 
in 1886 the cost was $1.30 per man; 
and the last named expedition was or- 
ganized by Mr. Foster, then Minister 
of Marine, (Government cheers.) 


THE CZAR SLEEPLESS. 


Sedition In the Army—Further Detalls 
of Revolt of Imperial Guards— 
Change May Be Near. 


St Petersburg, June 29—The cam- 
paign which the opposition elements in 
Parliament are waging to compe] Em- 
peror Nicholas to dismiss the Goremy- 
kin Cabinet and accept the principle 
of a responsible Ministry promises 
soon to be crowned with success. 
When the Probrejensky Regiment, 
“His Majesty's Own,” pronounced tts 
solidarity with Parllament and its 
agrarian program, in the big camp of 
the Guard Regiments at Tsarskoe-Selo, 
Jess than a dozen miles from Peterhof, 
the Emperor's eyes were opened. 

It transpired yesterday that all three 
battalions of the Probrejensky Regi- 
ment joined in the resolutions, but 
when they were surrounded by grena- 
diers, lancers, sharpshooters and a 
rigade of artillery, two of the bat- 
talions weakened. The other, however, 
faced the music, was disarmed and 
Wednesday night, with six officers, 
Was sent under escort te Medyid, 
Province of Noygorod, where the Ja- 
panese prisoners were confined, to un- 
dergo trial by court-martial, 

The court is about to return to Tsar- 
skoe-Selo, owing to the discovery that 
there are revolutionaries among tha 
palace servants at Peterhof. 

Late last night it was reported that 
Serious disorders had broken out in 
the garrison of Osowlec, one of the 
great fortresses defending the Polish 
frontier against German invasion. 

Bmperor Nicholas is quoted as say- 
ing yesterday that he had been so af- 
fected by the disloyalty of the Probre- 
jensky Regiment, which he had so 
often honored by wearing Its uniform, 
that he had been unable to sleep for 
two nights.

Speals of the New Provincial Loan and 
Asserts That This Is a Good 
I Time to Float It, 


‘Toronto, June 28.—Provincial Treas- 
urer Matheson is of the opinion that in= 
dications are of the best for the float~ 
ing of the new provincial loan of $3,< 
000,000 to cover the expense of con- 
structing the Temiskaming Railway 
Itpes to a point 94 miles beyond New 
Liskeard, and also to make up (or the 
expenses of the road since last July, 
when the money borrowed on treasury 
bile was exhausted. 

"Tt is necessary to put the loan om 
(he market now in order not to inter- 
fere with the provincia) financier,” he 
remarked.

“That Harry Kendall Thaw was 
goaded into slaying Stanford White, 
the architect clubman andé chorus con- 
noisseur, by repeated insults visited by 
the latter upon Evelyn Nesbitt Thaw, 
the bride of 18 months, developed as 
compelling evidence amid a maze of 
conflicting stories. 

“Neyer has tt been more firmly es- 
tablished that the wages of sin is 
death. Not once, but twice, thrice, 
twenty times, according to reliable 
Statements, Stanford White doasted of 
his former relations with MfSs Nesbit, 
and handled her name about as the 
sport of gossip. 

“According to a close personal friend 
of the Thaw family—one of the few 
persons whom Harry Thaw consented 
to see and converse with yesterday— 
absolutely no expense will be spared 
in saving him from the penitentiary or 
Worse. This spokesman for the family 
Went so far as to say that millions of 
dollars, if necessary, would be forth- 
coming in his defence.”

“CANADIAN ASBESTOS. 


Two-Thirds of It Finds It Way to the 
United States. 
Washington, July 9—The importa- 
tion of asbestos into the United States 
increased in 1905. It amounted in value 
to $846,479, as compared with $751,- 
862 in 1904, says the United States 
geological survey, in a report for 1905. 
Most of the asbestos imported into 
this country is produced in Canada. 
The United States market takes ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the Canadian 
product. In the past decade the pro- 
duction in Canada has shown an al- 
most constant increase from a tonnage 
of 12,250 in 1896, to 50,670 in 1905, with 

values of $429,850 and $1,486,359. 

The output of asbestos in the United 
States for 1905 was 3,109 short tons, 
valued at $42,975.

LARGEST TALG MILL BURNS. 


$150,000 Blaze at Hillsboro—Will Ser~

Brockville, July 93:—The largest mill 
of the International’ Talc Co., said to 
be the biggest in the world, was total- 
ly destroyed’ by fire at Hillsboro, the 
cause of the blaze belng unknown.

St. Petersburg, July 9.—A corre- 
spondent of! The Associated Press has 
just completed a tour of the provinces 
of Samara and Saratov. He reports that 
the drought is finally broken, but the 
rains haye come too late to save the 
crop and he}p the peasants; who are 
in a pitlablé condition. Their cattle 
either have-besn sold or steryed in the 
fields, 

The Government reliet granaries 
‘were compjetely emptied during last 
years famine. 

The present Agrarian) disorders, 
which can be-expected steadily to grow 
worse, are due largely to the necessity 
of the peasants: seizing food’ and forage 
to preserve-thelr llves and saye from 
Starvation the remainder of their cat- 
tle. These disorders have reached the 
highest pitch inithe Province-of Voron- 
esch, where the: troops and’ cossacks, 
although in. considerable force, are 
practically: helpless and on) the defen- 
sive. 

Many peasants have been; Killed or 
wounded ‘In desperate attacks on the 
military patrols-and the rural guards. 

The Agrarian Law. 

The first paragraph of the proposed 
agrarian law, viz: the augmentation of 
the lands of the peasants by the ex- 
propriation iof ‘all State and Crown do- 
mains and. church: and monastery lands, 
has been accepted by the commission 
of the Lower*House with practical un- 
animity. The-commissioners haye now 
locked horns over the mode of expro- 
priation and the: method of disposal of 
private estates, and the end is not yet 
dn sight. 

Czar-and! Kaiser to Meet. 

London, July 9:—The cornespondent 
in St Petersburg of The Tribune tele- 
graphs that ameeting betweem Emper- 
or William, and Emperor Nicholas is 
expected next month. 

Is Alladin a Revolutionist? 

St. Petersburg, July $9—The inspira- 
tion for the disorders in the Guards and 
other troops is. clearly traced to the 
Socialist organization. The secret po- 
lice are investigating the movements of 
M. Alladin, the peasant leader in the 
Lower House, hoping to connect him 
with the mutiny of the first battalion 
of the Preobrajensky Regiment. 

Or. Nicholaieffsky fs. 

Dr. Nicholaleffsky, who was elected 
2 member of the Lower House from 
Krasnoyarask, Siberla, openly flaunts 
the revolutionary colors. Yesterday, he 
‘said that just before his departure, he 
presided at a revolutionary meeting at 
Krasnoyarask. Cavalry sent to dis- 
perse the meeting joined the reyolu- 
tionists in parading through the town 
behind: the red flag, in place of the na- 
tional colors.

Bialystok, Russia, July 9—Theagent , 
of the Minister of Justice has finished 
his investigation of the recent massacre | 
here and in consequence’ of his recom- | 
mendation two captains of police, sey- 
eral sergeants and 1 patrolmen will be 
indicted for inciting the people to par- 
ticlpate In the rioting. 

Warned of Coming Massacres. 

Warsaw, July 9.—The Socialists have 
issued a manifesto warning the people 
to be prepared for massacres of Poles 
and Jews during the next few days, 
which are being arranged by the police 
and troops, out of revenge for recent 
attacks. The manifesto advises for- 
elgnera in Warsaw to seek the protec- 
tlon of their respective consuls.

It is im ‘thie respect{ that eco many 
‘preeders fail in producing stock up 
to the reqaired standard size, and 
wo say size knowingly, for if the sizo 
is there a bird in ood condition will 
bs up to the standard weight also. 
The strain on the system) of the 
youngstern at this timo is great, and 
if proper care and food is not jgiven 
them the result will bs undersized 
or still worer, stunted specimens, 
Give tem ail they require and no 
more, avoiding pampering with con- 
dition pewders and chick specifics. 
Natore does not demand such things. 
(When you use them you yiolale na- 
ture’s laws and practically weaken. 
debilitate and finally destroy ¢n- 
tiely the vitality of your birds. 
Well-batched, stronz, vigorous chicks 
wiven plain food at intervals will 
keep in fina trim and grow to their 
ull size. 

For twenty-four hours after, the 
chicks are hatched they do not need 
any food, as natare has provided the 
first few meals for them in the yoke 
absorbed just before the exit from 
‘the shell. But this is the limit, and 
I think the extreme limit, to which 
anyone uBinz rational methods 
should zo. After that length of 
time the yoke hap been taken, into 
the system emtire and there is no ne- 
cessity pf starving the chicks from 
jiwelve to twenty-four hours longer, 
as some breeders advooate. The fact 
is that a newly-hatehed chick will 
mot eat, aa I have proven, over and 
over again, and that others require 
food as early as from twelve to ei zh- 


teen hours after exclusion from the 
phell.

THE NEW NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


Kingstcn and Hamilton Will Have Two of 
Them -Where Others May Co. 

Toronto News; The Minister of Ed- 
usation and his Oabinet colleazues 
are wrestling with the probtem of 
Jocating the new Normal Schoais. 

Four sew Normal Schools are to 
bo undertaken this year. It istol- 
orably certain that two of them wil: 
ga to Hamilton and Kingston, res 
pectively, while the western Norma: 
promises to find a kome in either 
Chathum or Sarnia, with chances in 
favor of che Maple City, ana the 
choice for the northern institution 
will fail omong Owen Sound, Mea- 
ford or Collingwood, the oads beinz 
pon the first niume. 

New Buildings Described. 

The building of the new Normals 
will be commenoed at once. A.ready 
§100,000 has been appropriated by the 
Legislature, and the estimates for 
next year will likely contain $200,- 
000 additional. Each buildin in it- 
self will cost $50,000, and will be de- 
signed to accommodate 160 students. 
They will be about the size of the 
Parkdale Ool.ezicte Institute, and be 
fitted with departments for munual 
training, domestic science, arb exhi- 
bits, gymmasium, assoziation olass 
hall, iesture room, amphitheutre and 
javatory and have a first-class yon- 
tilation system. 2 

The course will bs one year, [rom 
Repitembsr to June and the teachers 
will not only be trained professional- 
ly, bux wilt also have to review their 
abademic work alomgz the lines they 
will teagh.

THE ANCIENT FORESTERS , 


Investigated In Toronto by Royal In- 
surance Commission — No Improper 
Transsctions Such as Found In 
Some of the Straight Line Com- 
panies — Permanent Secretary 
and Dr. Secord Give Evidence. 


Toronto, July 10—The Dominion In- 
surance Commission resumed its ses- 
sion in Toronto yesterday morning. 
The Ancient Order of Foresters, through 
Mr. William Williams, the permanent 
fecretary, gaye evidence. The eyldence 
revealed no improper transactions 
such as were found in the history of 
#80Me of the straight life companies, 

Mr. Geary, legal representative of the 
Ontario Government, informed the com- 
missioners at the opening of the ses- 
sion that the officers of the Policy- 
holders’ Association of Canada had ex- 
pressed a desire to present certuin 
views to the commission. Mr. Tilley 
said that the commission would be giad 
to obtain Information from any source. 

Mr, Geary had a memorandum which 
showed that 250 policyholders in 64 
different cities and towns, representing 
over $2,500,000 insurance in twenty- 
nine different companies, had already 
Joined or signified thelr Intention of 
doing so. Local boards which have been 
formed all over the country will ap- 
point representatives to the board of 
the parent associations. 

The Ancient Foresters. 

Mr. Wiliam Williams, permanent sec- 
Tetary of the Ancient Order of Fores- 
ters, sald that prior to 1881 his society 
was under the control of the High Court 
of the British Foresters. In that year, 
however, a subsidiary High Court for 
Canada was established, and the Cana- 
dian business became self-sustaining 
and self-managed. 

The witness described the different 
funds maintained {n connection with 
the order, such as the special levy 
fund, for the rellef of {impoverished 
courts; the management fund, for the 
defraying of general expenses; the An- 
clent Forester fund, for the mainten- 
ance of the official journal; the guaran- 
tee fund, for protection against loss; 
the sick and general fund, and ‘the 
straight insurance fund. In 1897 there 
Was not enough in the management 
fund to cover the ecst of the High Court 
Meeting. To supply the deficiency $3,- 
600 was taken from the Insurance fund 
and handed over to the management . 
fund. Mr. Williams admitted that the 
Joan of insurance funds for the pur- 
pose of meeting the expense of con- 
@ucting the order was in contravention 
of the act of incorporation. He main- 
tained, however, that it was an act of 
necessity to keep the order allve. The 
conditions of the loan from ong fund 
to the other were that 5 per cent. in- 
terest should be paid. 

i Amount Repaid. 

The total amount had been repaid, 
with interest, to the insurance fund, by 
Dec. 31, 1901. This was after the Dom- 
Mnion act was passed, which, of course, 
expressly forbade any such use of in- 
surance funds. This, however, was the 
only loan of the kind made from the 
4nsurance funds. Both insurance and 
Imanagement funds were still under the 
‘contro] of the Executive Council, but 
it was practically impossible for such a 
transaction to occur again. 

A Raise In Rates. 

Mr. Williams then told of the raise 
in rates made by the A. O. F, which 
change brought lond protests from the 
Inajority of the members. The officers 
of the company realized that unless the 
Tates were raised the order would have 
to close up. There was never any de- 
ficit, and Mm fact there had been always 
4 surplus in the insurance account, but 
the officers of the order were looking 
ahead. 

» Mr. Williams said that a new organ- 
ization could operate on low rates for 
a time, but new blood had to be con- 
tinually brought in to keep the business 
going. Sooner or later, however, the 
tates had to go up. 

‘ Gave Endowment Values. 

The Umit of insurance upon the life 
allowed the A. O. F. under its act was 
$3,000, but the largest policy issued up 
to the present was $2,000. The act of 
Incorporation of the soclety also gaye 
it power to issue only straight life po- 
licles.

The witness sald he thought the In- 
surance department of the A O F 
came under the general Insurance act 
and that the investment by the com- 
pany In the bonds and debentures of the 
Huron & Erle Loan Co. was quite justi- 
fied. As a matter of fact the invest- 
ment had been made years ago and had 
always proved profitable. The order 
has made no loans to officers and held 
the stock of no other corporations of 
which members of the order were direc- 
tors.

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EGYPT THREATEN: 


British Parliament and Country 
Receive Surprise. 


SIR EDWARD GREY’S SPEECH 


Delivered In Solemn Tone Amid a Tense 
Silence—Momentous Character of Its 
Matter—Attacks on British Officere 
a Deliberate Manifestations of 
Fanatical Spirit—Britain Must 
Show Her Strength Now. 


London, July 6.—Parliament and the 
country were given a surprise last 
night by an unexpected and sensation- 
al speech by Sir Edward Grey, the For- 
eign Secretary, on the situation in 
Egypt 

Speaking in a solemn tone and amid 
® tense silence, the Minister declared 
that the recent attacks on British 
officers at Tabah was not accidental, 
but a deliberate manifestation of the 
fanatical spirit which had necessitat- 
ed the strengthening of the garrison in 
Egypt. 

He declared that unless the author- 
ity of Lord Cromer and the Egyptian 
Government were strongly upheld it 
might lead to a situation requiring the 
adoption of such unconstitutional 
measures to meet the emergency as 
would be especially distasteful to the 
Liberal Government. 

During the consideration of foreign 
estimates several members offered 
criticisms specially urging that a fleet 
be not sent to Constadt. 

John Dillon (Nationalist) strongly 
denounced what he termed the brutal 
barbarism of floggings and executions 
in Egypt, accusing Sir Edward Grey, 
the Foreign Secretary, of a desire to 
cloak the affair. 

Sir Edward, in a general reply, 
stated that all foreign relations were 
friendly, and, speaking in a 
manner, sald: 

“As things are now, I say deliter- 
ately and with a full sense of re 
sponsibility that if Parllament does

The main stor- 
uge capacity consists of 15 steel 
Yanks with a capacity of 50 thous- 
and ‘bushels each, and io the main 
“Puilding ithere are 10 bins holdinz 25 
thousand fbushels each, and it is so 
arranged that the number of stecl 
tonks can. be increased indefinitely. 
Ets capacity, for loadinjz into cars is 
309 loads of 1000 bushels euch per 
day.

The approach to Midland ‘terminal 


by rail from the south has hitherto 
been very circuitous, and tho rade

fcet has been ‘taken off Old Fort hill. 
This fill-in was done in twelve feet 
of walter, and consists of several 
apres of made land, on which will 
bo placed six ‘tracks. In tho filling 
over one million yards of earth will 
havo {been handled, which 'the ordin- 
ary citizens can better understand 
when we sayj one million ‘two-horse

The “cut-off” now beinlg built at 
Lindsay will greatly assist’ in hand- 
ling long and heayu trains. Heay- 
ier iron will replace that now in uso 
and will permit of using lanzer en- 
ines to handle ‘the heavy frrain 
|trains. 

MIDLAND AND LINDSAY, 

Midland has another lange eloyator 
of the same capacity as the new one, 
and through which all ‘the grain is 
passing which mow comes by ithe 
Lindsay route, but its facilities for 
quick handling of freight is not up 
to the new one. The two elevators 
will be able to handle a lange quan- 
Hy ‘of jgrain, and it will require a 
lanzo number of cars_and train crews 
to itake care of their output.

He had sold a number 
of his pigs since the committcers 
visit and next shipping day would 
part with another lot. His Mook of 
ducks md geese kept ithe creek 
sweet, 
Mr. Staples spoke in Mr. Fee's de- 
fense, and suggested that if saw- 
dust was used for litter and carted 
away, weekly everything would be all 
right. 
Dr. McAlpine described a visit to 
the Stephens home, just opposite, and 
said he had jbeen viciougly attacked 
by a mumber of Mr. Fee's neizhbors 
for pormitting. the mdintenance of 
ithe piggery, which ‘they declared 
mado oxistence a burden. Knowiny 
that some of the parties had sizned 
Mr. Feo’s petition askin that the 
pizigory be not condemned, he had 
ohanzed them with double dealing, 
and thoir excuse was that they were 
afiaid tosay tho pingery wae a 
nuisance.

Peasant-Workmen Instructed to 
Await the Signal. 


$7,500,000 FOR FAMINE RELIEF 


Lower House of Russian Parliament 
Votes It and Begins an Epoch of First 
Joint Work of a Financial Charac- 
ter—Russian Finances In a Bad 
Way, Worse, Indeed, Than Ex- 
pected—Revelation Made. 


St. Petersburg, July 7.—During tho 
dobato In the Lower House of Parlla- 
ment yesterday,'on the Bialystok re- 
port, an onthodox priest, Father Aran- 
asieff, member from the Don Province, 
fiercely denounced the policy of tho 
Government. 

Tho debato on the Blalystol report 
was adjourned until Monday to permit 
the consideration of the Ministry's bill 
appropriating $26,000,000 for famine re- 
Nef, which doveloped the sensation of 
the day. ‘ 

Parliament's Right. 

Prof. Hertzensteln, chalrman of the 
committee which reported the bill, re- 
vealed the Important fact that M, Ko- 
vovsoff, the Finance Minister who had 
appeared before the committee, made 
no effort to conceal the desperate fin- 
ancial straits of the Government. Tho 
Winance Mintster sald it was necessary 
to make a fresh loan to cover the fam- 
ine relief. 

Prof. Hertzensteln sald this was ex- 
actly where the committee took issue 
with tho Ministry. Parllament, he add- 
ed, was in favor of a famine relief mea- 
sure, and would give more money Sf 
necessary, but it would never agree to 
a new Joan, for which in reality there 
was no necessity. The budget was fill- 
ed with extravagant items and money 
could be found by revising the budget. 
This method, the committee proposed, 
should be coupled with the provision 
that tho right to make such revision 


belonged to Parliament and not to the 
Ministry, 

The Lower House of Parliament fin- 
ally appropriated $7,500,000 to be dis- 
ponsed by the administration for fam- 
ine relief. This was epochal as the first 
recognition of the Cabinet by ParNa- 
ment, and the first step in joint work. 

Prepared For Armed Uprising. 

In accordance with the decision of the 
peasant-workmen’s congress at Hel- 
singfors, emissaries haye been de- 
spatched throughout Russia to instr 
the peasant and proletariat organiz 
ilons to continue their preparations f 
an armed uprising, but to await the 
signal from St. Petersburg. 

Rioting occurred yesterday among 
the employes of the Government print- 
ing offices, where the plates Sor the 
paper currency are engraved and 
printed. Tho mon left their work and 
went into the court-yard of the bulld- 
ing, singing the “Marseillaise.” Gen- 
darmes and Cossacks were summoned 
and drove back the demonstrators In- 
to the building, where, after some par- 
leying, they returned to work. 

Interior Minister Stolypin has remoy- 
ed Gen. Kourloff, the Governor “of 
Minsk. 

Cossacks Killed. 

Berlin, July 7—A despatch to The 
Lokal Anzleger, from IKXattowitz, Prus- 
sian Dilesia, says that at 2.15 p.m. yes- 
terday twenty-five Cossacks surround- 
ed a lime kiln at Mischow, in the 
province of Kielce, Russian Poland, on 
information that it was being used for 
the manufacture of bombs. As the Cos- 
sacks were forcing thelr way in a ter- 
tific explosion blew the kiln to pieces. 
Bight Cossacks were killed and five 
Were wounded. 

Police In Dread Resign. 

Warsaw, July 7.—The reign of crime 
and terrorism is so great here that 
the police have decided to resign. The 
Governor-General, when apprised of 
the decision of the police to resign, 
threatened to arrest and punish those 
who failed to appear for duty. 


HAS EARL GREY BLUNDERED? 


Baid to Have Recommended Royal Hon- 
ors Without Consulting Cabinet. 

Ottawa, July 7.—(Globe Spectal.)— 
Some of the honors recently conferred 
upon members of the Canadian ctyvil 
service are sald to have been bestowed, 
mot as a result of recommendation 
from the Government, but because of 
ithe personal suggestion of Barl Grey 
himself. 

If tho rumor can be credited this ac- 
tion on the part of the Governor-Gen- 
eral is resented by his advisers, who 
feel that in any matter affecting tho 
Canadian civil service they are the 
parties solely entitled to make recom- 
mendations, 

That the question has been consid- 
‘ered by the Cabinet and that a strong 
Temonstrance to the imperial authori- 
ties 1s contemplated, and, in fact, may 
have been already drawn up and for- 
warded, are also alloged- 


STRUCK FROM ROLLS. 


Dr. Crichton Declared to Have Acted 
Unprofesslonally.

AN ARMED UPRISING | PASSENGERS ESCAPE | AFATHER’S SAD TASK 


Although Heavy Freight Train 
Crashed Into Depot. 


WRECK AT NIAGARA FALLS 


Waiting Passengers, Warned In Time, 
Flee For Their Lives—Shed and Oth- 
er Buildings Wrecked—Roof and 
Supports Came Down Almost on 
Heels of Flying Passengero— 
Wall Domolished. 
Niagara Falls, July 7.—A big freight 
wreck occurred about 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon at Niagara Falls Station. 
A heayy freight was coming at a 
good rate of speed from Buffalo and 


when crossing Third street just east of 
the depot train shed, the third car on

‘the train mounted the rail at a frog 


and with seven other cars following 
plunged into the train shed that was 
filled with passengers waiting for dif- 
ferent trains. 

Wad not Mr. Weber, city fire com- 
missioner, who was on Third street at 
tho time, promptly cried out a timely 
warning to the crowd of passengers 
someone would certainly haye met in- 
stant death, as the derailed cars plung- 
ed in all directfons through the shed. 

The waiting passengers ran in all 
directions to places of safety from the 
dumbling cars, that pulled the , long 
train shed roof and supports down al- 
most on the heels of the flying pas- 
sengers. Some of the derailed cars 
crashed into the northwest wing of the 
station proper, demolishing the stone 
wall of the conductors’ room. 

The hundred or more passengers and 
train crew escaped without a scratch, 
grow for several days is indicated by 
despatches recording injuries believed 
to be fatal. 

Little Girl Drowned.

Passing through the rapids be- 
low ‘the lake their canoe was over- 
turned. The brother and younger s!ster 
were rescued by members of the party, 
but Miss Mary was never seen after the 
canoe capsized. The body has not yet 
been found, 


Swept to Death In Log Jam.

ing. On that date Mr. Button drove to 
Teeswater ag usual, and upon his ar- 
tival his attention was drawn to the 
story of the discovery of the body, and 
he decided to come to Toronto, and 
upon his arrival positively identified the 
body as his daughter Mae. 

Coroner Orr issued a warrant for an 
Anquest to be held on Friday morning, 
‘Dut it is understood the warrant will 
be withdrawn, and the father will take 
the body home to-day. 

‘Miss Button was 27 years of age, and 
Was the eldest of flve children, 

As far as the parents know, she was 
in good health, and with no pressure 
on her mind, They are totally unable 
to account for the accident. It is sup- 
posed that having traveled all night, 
and presumably being drowsy, sat down 
on a pile of boards, lapsed into sleep 
and foll over and into the bay.

Arthur 
Black, a laborer, was engaged in break- 
ing down the bank when the whole

WHISKY NERVED MURDERER 


Mrs. Spindleman Sat on Camp Stool In 
Front of Their Home and Was Dead 
In Seven Minutes After Bullet 
Crashed Through Her Head— 
, | Husband’s Cold-Blooded Re- 
i mark on Gazing at the Body. 


Windsor, July 16\—His courage bol~ 
stered up to the murder point by whis- 
ky, Christopher Spindleman Saturday 
night ehot and killed his wife as she 
sat om @ camp stool in front of theto 
residence. Seven minutes after the bul~ 
let crashed through the woman's head) 
she waa dead, slain in the sight of four 
of her children. One of them, Robert, 
who boarded nearby, and who witness- 


ed the crime, ran to tho scene and 
snatch the revolver away from bis 
frenzied father just as he was about 
to end his own miserable existence. 

Struggling desperately, the two men 
rolled about the lawn, one battling to 
overcome his mother’s slayer, the other 
to placa the revolver in such a posi- 
tion that he could blow out his brains. 
Youth triumphed and held untll the ar— 
rival of Pol{ceman Maitre. 

“Tet me look at her once more,” beg- 
ged Spindlemdn, as the officer grasped 
him by the arm to take him to the po- 
lice station, Belleving that the man 
was sorry for his deed, Mattre, his 
fheart filled with pity for the trembling, 
blood-stained wretch, led him back to 
the lawn, where the woman lay, dead- 


Blood trickled from a wound just in | 


front of her left ear. 

“That is just where I intended to 
shoot her,’ said Spindleman, heartless- 
ly, Then he was led away. 

The tragedy was the result of a 
man’s life devoted to whisky and to 
abuse of the woman he had sworn to 
love. Neighbors say that most of 
Spindleman’s money was spent in sa- 
loons. For his wife and children he 
provided but poorly. The wife remon- 
strated many times, but Splindleman 
was past all reformation. Her recrim- 
{nations led to bitter quarrels that 
grew so in frequency that Robert, the 
son, left home and boarded with neigh- 
bors. 


Result of Quarrel. 


Saturday afternoon about $ o'clock 
the Sp!indlemans had another quarrel. 
The husband came home about 3 o'clock 
intoxicated. Shortly after, he left home, 
went down town and purchased a re- 
volver. 

At 5 o'clock the husband returned, 
even more Intoxicated. He flourished 
the revolver in his wife's face, but the 
brave woman was not cowed. The quar- 
rel continued until after 5 o'clock, when 
Mrs. Spindleman, conyinced that her 
husband meant to Kill her, took three 
of the children and left the house 
Shortly after, she returned and seated 
herself on a camp chair on the lawn.

PETERBORO EXAMINER MAKES A 
SENSATIONAL WRITE-UP. 


“Terrible Fatality at C.T.R. Station’--- 
Big Headlines. 

The Peterboro Examiner publishes

London and Southwestern Railroney

Salisbury, Eng., July 17—The coro- 
ner’s inquest into the cause of thm 
wreck of the Plymouth steamer 
press, July 1, whereby 27 lives were 
lost, resulted in a verdict yesterday 
that the derailment of the train wea 
due to the high speed at which it waa 
running, and which was contrary im 
the company’s orders. 

Jt is added that drivers of trains 
not stopping at Salisbury should have 
their attention drawn to the regula— 
tions, which wes not done in thie case. 

The jury allowed the verdict tote 
recorded as one of accidental death, 
saying they considered that a certamm 
amount of blame attached to the com 
pany as well as to the engine driver_ 

At the resumption of the enquiry 
counsel for the London and Southwest 
ern Railway announced that the raii- 
way accepted full responsibility for the 
accident and all the legal consequences” 
resulting from St, adding that he hap- 
ed this statement would reduce the” 
time occupied by the inquest. 

The guard of the express, Harrison, — 
testified that the ilfated train - 
running at the rate of at least 50 mue= 
an hour through Salisbury, wheres 
the proper speed 1s 30 to 40 miles am 
hour. 

Harrison added that as speed west 
not reduced on approaching Salisbury 
be signalled to the engineer, but the 
train continuing at high speed, he ap 
plied the hand brakes and had just 
applled the yacum brakes when the 
train was derailed. 

The company issued Instructions = 
February regarding the speed at thie 
particular point, but the instructions 
were subsequently canceled. 

Major Pringle, representing the 
Board of Trade, said his investigations

Keeper Smith stood, with his back 
turned, for a short time, and then in- 
formed Mrs. Thaw that the prison rules 
allowed visitors to talk with prisoners 
only with bars Separating them. The 
mother stepped out of the cell, while 
Smith turned the key once more on 
Thaw. Mrs. Thaw took her seat on the 
stool and continued talking to her son 
for about half an hour, 

She then kissed him through the bars, 
and was taken downstairs to her car- 
riage.

TRIUMPH OF DREYFUS 


Sufferi&g Soldier's Good Name 
Completely Restored. 


BLOODY DUEL VOTE OUTCOME 


Capt. Droyfus Raised to tho Rank of 
Major and Will Bo Givon tho Cross 
of the Legion of Honor—President 


Brisson'’s Pride In the Triumph 
of Virtuo — Reinstatement of 
Colonel Picquart—Tho Duel. 


Paris, July 14.—Yesterday was the 
closing day of Parliament, and it was 
largoly dovoted to the rehabilitation of 
Alfred Dreyfus, so that the national 
holiday to-day may witness his return 
to the army and tho official effacement 
of the stain placod upon his good 
name, 

Tho Chamber of Deputies mot at 9 
in the morning for the purpose of has- 
tening tho parliamentary procedure, 
and War Minister Etienne immediately 
presented two Government bills, one 
ralsing Capt. Droyfus to the rank of 
Major of Artillery and the other pro- 
moting Col. Picquart to that of briga- 
dier-general. 

M. Bilonne asked for spoedy action, 
adding that it was the Government's 
intention to inseribe Dreyfus’ name on 
tho list of candldates for the Cross of 
the Legion of Honor. 

This announcement brought out a 
storm of applause, The bills were re- 
ferred to the army committee, which 
at once went into session, approved 
them and drafted strong, favorable re- 
ports. 

Tumultuous Scene. 

Later, amid great excitement, the 
chamber considered the Dill reinstat- 
ing Dreyfus, ond passed it by a vote of 
473 to 42. A tumultuous demonstration 
greeted the announcement of the vote. 

President Brisson, in announcing the 
vote, said: “It It with pride that I 
register this vote consecrating the tri- 
umph of virtue.” 

The text of the law restoring Drey- 
fus to the army is as follows: 

“Captain of Artillory Alfred Dreyfus, 
according to the law of 1880, amended 
in 1890, Is hereby promoted to be ma- 
jor, taking that rank on the day of 
the promulgation of the present law.” 

There were violent incidents as the 
voting in the chamber began, and 
President Brisson suspended the ses- 
sion. 

Picquart Report. 

The report reinstating Col. Pfequart 
severely arraigned the officers who 
were responsible for his condemnation, 
characterizing their acts as wicked vil- 
lanies. 

M. Denys Cochin, Conservative, pro- 
tested against the violent language 
used {in the report, whereupon there 
were tumultuous demands that Gener- 
al Mercier be prosecuted. 

The restoration of Col. Picquart was 
passed by 477 to 27. 

Tho Radical supporters of Dreyfus 
are seeking the Government to prose- 
cute the many generals, colonels and 
high functlonarles responsible for his 
condemnation. The Government papers 


2ND SESSION 1S OVER 


Governor-General Prorogues 
Parliament In Meaty Speech, 


INVITATION TO THE KING 


Source of Great Rejoicing In Canada 
If His Majosty Would Favorably En- 
kortain It—Continuance of Pros- 

perity—Stream of Immigration— 
Preservation of Forests—Some 
Notable Moasures Passed. 


Ottawa, July 14—The second session 
of tho tenth Parliament of the Dom- 
{nlon of Canada was prorogued at 12 
o'clock yesterday by the Governor- 
Gonoral, There was a slim attendance 
to witness the cloaing ceremonies. Tho 
Princess Loufse Dragoon Guards sup- 
plied the escort for His Bxcollency to 
and from the Parliament Bulldings, and 
the Governor-Genoral's Foot Guards 
had a guard of honor drawn up In front 
of the main entrance.

Resolutions Passed In Busy Day's Ses- 
sion In London—Postage From Bri- 
tain—Parcel Rate Uniform. 


London, July 13.—(C, A. P.)—With 
the hope of concluding last night, tho 
Congress of Chambers of Commerce 
proceeded briskly to business yester- 
day morning. The Canadians were the 
most actlve delegates in attendance.

Postage From Britain. 

Ellis of Toronto opened pro- 
ceedings by moving @ resolution that 
“In the opinion of this Congress the 
British Government should adopt rates 
of postage such as would encourage 
the circulation of British newspapers 
and periodicals in all parts of the em- 
pire, and thus promote trade unity.”

Uniform Rates For Parcels. 

J, A. Ballantyne, South Scotland, 
moved a resolution recommending that 
colonial postoffices throughout the em-

Dost, the same as now exist between 
Great Britain and New Zealand. The 
motion was carried, Toronto and South | 
Africa delegates dissenting. 

A motion by J. W. Keogh, Riverta, 
that universal penny postage be en- 
dorsed as promoting the development 


of international relations, was second- 
ed by C. H. Cattells, Montreal. 


Colored News. 

R. Wilson Smith, Montreal, moved to 
request the Imperial Government to 
devise means whereby cable and tele 
graph news to and from all parts of 
the empire might be furnished entirely 
through imperial channels. He directed 
attention to a pamphlet issued by the 
Ottawa Government on a proposal for 
an imperial intelligence service, and 
sald he did not want to create a mono- 


| pony of cable news, but to devise me- 
_ thods by which the news from different 


parts of the empire would come un- 
colored with foreign views. 

Sir Sandford Fleming spoke empha- 
sizing the arguments on the pamphlet 
and the motion passed unanimously. 

Fast Steamship Service. 

A resolution in favor of a fast steam- 
ship service for mails and trade be 
tween the colonies and the mother 
country was carried unanimously. 

Tax On Travelers. 

B. S. Taylor, Birmingham, referred 
to Quebec in moving the abolition of 
taxes levied by certain colonies on 
commercial travelers. The motion was 
carried. 

The place of the next meeting has 
yet to be decided. Three places were 
voted on—Sydney, Australia; Cape 
Town, South Africa, and Victoria, B.C. 

Removal of Embargo. 

By 29 to 24, a resolution favoring the 
removal of the cattle embargo was de- 
feated. The majority took the view that 
the congress was not competent to deal 
with the question. 

R. I. Copeland, Toronto, moved that 
steps be taken to establish uniform pa- 
tent, copyright and insolvency laws 
throughout the empire—Carried. 

A motion asking for a change in the 
naturalization laws, was declared lost. 

Sir Albert Rollitt's resolution, to take 
steps to promote technical and com- 
mercial education, was carried. 

R. J. Graham, Belleville, placed on 
record a resolution recommending the 
railways of Canada being for the gen- 
eral advantage of the empire, should 
receive imperial consideration in any 
plan of imperial federation and de 


| fence. 


The principle of arbitration for the 
settlement of international, commercial ] 
and labor disputes was endorsed by a 
resolution by Sir Albert Rollitt and R. 
S. Fraser of London.

War Secretary Haldane Would Reduce 
It By Many Battalions. 

London, July. 13—War Secretary 
Haldane in the House of Commons 
yesterday announced the Government's 
plans for a more economical adminis- 
tration and a more efficient mainten- 
ance of the army. William J. Bryan was 
among those present in the House. The 
War Secretary proposes: 

Expeditionary force of 150,000 men 
available for war, with a terrltorial 
organization capable of expanding the 
forces abroad. 

Reduction of forces by seven battal- 
ions of infantry abroad and three batta- 
Ilons at home. No reduction in India, 
but colonies will have 25 instead of 30 
battalions, 

Mobilization of 63 batteries of artil- 
lery out of a total home establishment 
of 99 batteries, leaving 36 batteries for 
training purposes. 

Expeditionary force will be 5,000 
men stronger than any army Great Bri- 
tain has ever organized for 
service.

i THE ORANGE ORDER, 

Just while the Oranzo lodge, are 
resting at dinner, might be a good 
‘time to note on the Oranze Order, 
The sociely wap onzanized in the 
year 1795, by a noble company in the 
jorth of Ireland and is therefore 
just 111 years old, ‘but althowzh the 
society was organized then the an- 
mual system of celebration existed at 
an earlier period.

CHIEF NEVISON'S TRIP WEST 


—— 
WHAT HE OBSERVED IN BATTLE- 
FORD AND PRINCE ALBERT. 


Likes the West, (but Would Not Advise 
Aged People to Leave Ontario. 

The following letter from ‘Chicf of 
Police Nevison, of this town, who re- 
cently visited the Northwest on a 
holiday ‘trip, will prove interescing 
and beneficial reading. : 

On Juve 19th, 706, I left Lindsay 
on a ‘holiday jtrip to the Northwest 
via Toronto and North Bay, The 
excursion train, pulled out in three 
sections of mine coaches each com- 
posed of, tourist and colonist cars 
carrying about 1200 people, principal- 
ly homeseekers, most off them takin 
provisions for (the journey. Each 
couoh wag fitted with a coal ranze, 
and passenjzers were able to procure 
hot ovater as they, needed it and do 
any required cookinz. ‘ 

We reached Winnipez after a 48 
hours’ run. it is fifteen years since 
my first visit to Winnipez, and tho 
growth of the city im that time is 
wonderful. While there I met afew 
old friends from this vicinity, and 
spent the night ith Captain J. W. 
Kennedy, formerly of Fenelon Falls 
Leaving the followinz) day on the 
Canadian, Northern Railway, I artiy- 
ed alt Quill Lake station the next 
morning, 387 miles ‘north-west of 
Winnipeg. Dissontinuing; the jour- 
noy by rail, I (dirove-over a very, fine 
tract of country. The soil is a rich 
black vezetable mould about 15 inoh- 
cs deep on aj chocolate colored clay 
subsoil, and ‘free from stone. Tho 
best'land in his section, south of the 
Tailway is all taken up by homeseek- 
ers{ Unimproyed land jis selling 
from $9 to $18 per, acre, according 
to location. (Water and wood are 
plentiful, , Vt {

The young man 
who takes up a homestead bezins to 
figure what his quarter-section will 
sell for when his settlement duties 
are done. Just here the railway 
runs on ‘the north side of the Sas- 
kaitchowan river and the old town 
of Balttleford is situated on the op- 
posite side, about three miles awa, 
Tho giver is not yet) spanned by a 
bridjze, ond in order ito make {the 
Journey from one town to the other, 
you must cross iby ferry, The Goy- 
ernment land office is situated hore, 
and sometimes as many os 100 ca- 
tries for homesteads aro made dur- 
ing a} forenoon, and continually the

Both the C.P.R. and the G.T.P. are 
building their lines, which run in a 
north-westerly direction a few miles 
apart through this tract of country.

A 
month ago ithey were paying $26 per 
month and board to men hiring for 
aw month or tao, and $36 per month 
to men that woud) continue to work 
till fall. Each ‘teamster muat drive 
two teams and hazdle his plough or 
wheeled seraper.

Leaving here, I next) visited) War- 
man and Rosthern, on the Prince Al- 
bert branch of the C.P.R. The soil 
in this district is slizhter but of a 
good quality, and produces {rood 
crops. The country here has been 
settled a number of years, a lanze 
portion of the settlers beinz Gali- 
cians and Doukabours. In appearance 
this part is similar to Ontario, beinz 
well wooded, wth plenty of water. 
Beinz sheltered they do not iret the 
hizh winds which preyail on the open 
prairie further south. 

While on my ‘travels I saw seyer- 
al old  acquaintmaces and amonz 
the number I met Geo.

Recommendations of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union. 


MODEL ARBITRATION TREATY 


William Jennings Bryan’s Proposed 
Rider Was Recast So as to Permit a 
Widening of Scope—Proposed Re- 
duction of Naval and Military 
Armaments Discussed by Baron 
“Constant of French Delega- 
tion—On Next Program. 


London, July 25.—William Jennings 
Bryan's proposed rider to the model 
arbitration treaty was discussed at a 
session of the internattonal council) of 
the Interparliamentary union yesterday 
morning, and resulted in its being re- 
cast as follows: 

“If a disagreement should arise, 
which is not included in those to be 
submitted to arbitration, the contract- 
ing parties shall not resort to any act 
of hostility before they separately or 
jointly invite, as the case may neces- 
sitate, the formation of an international 
commission of enquiry or mediation of 
one or more friendly powers, this re- 
quisition to take place, if necessary, In 
accordance with article VII. of The 
Hague convention, providing for a 
peaceful settlement of international 
confilcts.” 

Long Step Towards Peace. 

Mr. Bryan sald that his amendment 
was aimed at widening the scope of 
|rvitration so as to include questions 
of national honor, and {ts adoption was 
a long step in the direction of peace: _ 

Baron d’Eestournelles de Constant, 
head of the French delegation on the 
imitation of military and naval forces, 
declared that if the powers were un- 
decided. among. themselyes “how ta act 
for thelr common Interests, they would 
be forced to do so, first by bankruptcy 
and then by revolution. The baron 
said that limitation of armaments had 
no connection with the chimera of dis- 
@rmament. 

Germany, said the baron, {s commit- 
ting the grave fault of struggling with 
the United States for nayal pre-emin- 
ence, and thus divides her energies, 
both on land and sea, uselessly, for the 
American States are united and inac- 
cessible, while the states of Europe are 
divided, and will always be attended 
by the possibility of a coalition against 
them. 

A resolution was agreed to, in prin- 
ciple, urging that the question of dis- 
armament be placed on the program of 
the next peace conference at The 
Hague. 


THE HALF BILLION MARK. 


Enormous Increase tn Volume of Cana- 
dian Trade of Last Year. 

Ottawa, July 24—The foreign trade 
of Canada for the year ending June 30 
last was five hundred and fifty-two mil 
lion dollars, an increase ~of nearly 
eighty-two millions over the previous 
year. This illustrates the great pros- 
Perity which exists and the marvellous 
development which is taking place all 
over the Dominion. The great increase 
in trade is not confined to any one par- 
ticular branch, but is general. The im- 
Ports entered for consumption amount 
to $290,342,408, an increase of $28,450,- 
937 over 1905. Exports of domestic 
produce amounted to $245,483,956, 
which is $44,529,010 in excess of the 
fiscal year 1905. There was also an 
excess for the year of about nine mil- 
lions in the exports of foreign produce. 
Taking the trade of Canada by decades 
since 1876 the following is the result: — 


1876 ... $174,176,781 
1886 189,675,875 
1896 ... : 239,025,360 
1906 ... ... -- 552,000,000 


The exports of Canadian farm pro- 
duce were $120,518,297, as compared 
With $93,331,608 for the previous year, 
an increase of $27,186,689. The forest 
gives an increase of five millions, the 
fisheries five millions, and manufacture 
three and a half millions. 

For the month of June the imports 
for home consumption amounted to 
$32,920,981, an increase of $4,284,175. 
There was an increase of the exports of 
domestic produce of $2,495,162, and of 
$886,236 in foreign.

INAUTOCRACY’SGRIP 


Russian Douma Wiped Out By 
| the Czar By Short Ukase. 


/CAME TO IGNOMINOUS END 


Another Ukaso Declares Capital In a 
Stato of Extraordinary Seourity, Akin 
) to Martial Law—New Assembly Is 
to Bo Eleoted Before March 5, 
1907—Mombers of Lato Parlia- 
ment Go to Finland to Plan. 


St. Petersburg, July 23,—Russla’'s 
first experiment In Parllamentary Gov- 
ernmont came to an Ignominous \end 
Saturday night with the promulgation 
of two Imperial ukases, tho Orst dis- 
solving the present Parllament and pro- 
viding for the convocation of Its suo- 
cessor on March 5, 1907, more than six 
months hence, and the second pro- 
claiming the capital of Russia and the 
surrounding provinces to be In a state 
of extraordinary security, which Is only 
Infinitestmally difforent from full mar- 
tial law. 

This moasure of safety is to provide 
for the outbursts which undoubtedly 
will be provoked by this daring mea- 
sure. 

It Is now but a step 
ship. 

Tho text of the two ukases, both of 
which are addressed in the stereo- 
typed form to the ruling Senate, fol- 
lows:

With these pithy but momentous 
orders, which were promulgated at 3 
o'clock yesterday morning, Emperor 
Nicholas, by a stroke of the pen, set 
Russia back to where she stood two 
years ago, In the full grip of autocracy 
and irresponsible Government wiping 
out for six months at least the whole 
structure of Parliament, created at 
such cost. 

There ts but little doubt that the 
convocation of tho new assembly will) 
still further postpone this time, unless 
new Parliament promises to be more 
amenable than the present. 

The delay in fixing the time for 
the new elections seems to indicate a 
decision to change the presont basis 
of suffrage to perhaps a basis of uni- 
yersal suffrage, wlth which the adyis- 
ers of the Bmperor hope to swamp the 
educated Liberals, the Socialists and 
the workmen with the vast masa of 
peasantry. 

The Coming Storm. 

‘ The only uncertainty is the coming 
storm—when and where it will break, 
The advocates of the “Mailed fist’ be- 
lieve that by dissolving Parliament 
and provoking a collision now they 
will find the revolutionary leaders 
not prepared for an uprising, as ot 
Moscow, whereas further delay would 
give the revolutlonists the time needed 
to organize and to continue corruption 
of the army. 

There are no precedents In Russian 
history for the execution of an order of 
prorogation, but Monday probably wilt 
find the Tauride Palace in the posses- 
sion of the military and the surround- 
ing streets held by the Emperor's 
Guards. 

The Constitutional Democratic cau- 
cus, which had been in session for 
several hours, adjourned before the 
news of the dissolution of Parliament 
was recelved, but the Information al- 
ready has reached the leaders of the 
party. 


Appoal to Faithful. 

An imperial manifesto, issued last 
night, which is regarded both os a 
threat and an appeal to the Emperor's 
millions of mujiks to Join in suppress- 
Ing the revolution under promises of 
land, summons the “faithful sons of 
Holy Russia” Many Liberals consider 
this a direct incitement of the “black 
hundreds.” 

In splte of the excitement, yesterday 
passed with comparative quiet in tho 
capital, and street rloting only began 
with the advent of darkness, The col- 
lisions generally were on a small scale. 

Depend on Army’s Loyalty. 

With the imperial ukase dissolving 
rariament, ure curtain rose apon pos- 
sibly the last act In the great drama 
of the Russian revolution, The people 
and the Government now sland face lo 
face, and upon the loyalty of the army 
depends the immediate Issue. 

During Saturday night additional 
troops were brought !n and disposed ot 
according to plans previously adopted, 

The work of gathering in revolution- 
ary agitators began immediately after 
the ukase placing St. Petersburg in “a 
state of extraordinary security," was 
promulgated and hundreds of arrests 
were made before daylight. 

The powers conferred upon M. Von- 
derlaunitz, prefect of police, dnd M. 
Zinoviefl, Governor of the province, 
are little short of those of .petty dic- 
tators. 


Ready For War. 

The proletariat organizations have 
been preparing for months for just 
such provocation to declare open war. 
It Is Imposstble to deserlbe the con- 
sternation with which the Constitu- 
tional Democrats learned the news. Al- 
though it has been brulted for the past | 
threo days, the ukase was recelyed by | 
them in blank amazement, 

After a hurrled secret conference 
yesterday morning, It was decided, on 
account of the possibility of the mect-

K. C,, in the order mentioned. Mr. D, 
A, Macdonald, Portage la Prairie, waa 
appointed to the King’s Bench, a0 that 
the King’s Bench wih oomprise Chief 
JusHce and two Judges. Judges Rich- 
ards and Perdue have been moved ap 
te tho Court of Appeal, and one new 
Judge, Mr. Macdonald, takes their place 
on the King’s Bench. So long as Chief 
Justice Dubuc remains Chief Justice of 
the King’s Bench he will be Chief Jus- 
tice of Manitoba, but as soon as ha 
ceases to be Chief Justice of the King’s 
Bench then the Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeal becomes Chief Jus- 
tice of Manitoba. The new Court of 
Appeal was brought into force by pro- 
clamation of the Provinclal Government 
on Saturday, and the same day the new 
Judges were appointed by the Dominion.

Governed By the Czar. 


ARRESTS BY THE WHOLESALE 


Rumored In St. Petersburg That the 
Members of the Defunct Douma Will 
Be Arrested on Their Arrival From 
Finland—The Address Drafted at 
Viborg Will Be Suppressed In 
Newspapers—Jewish Panic, 


St. Petersburg, July 24—The Council 
of Ministers has recommended the Exn- 
peror to Issue a ukase proroguing the 
Councli of the Empire, or upper House 
of Parliament. 

The Government's midnight coup 
@etat is already having the effect of 
uniting all the discordant elements of 
the Opposition, and it requires little 
perspicacity to see that an era of 
repression and al which it entalls will 
drive Liberal and Revolutionary alike 
to support the most desperate meas- 
ures. It is already clear that re- 
sistance will be made. 

Wholesale Arrests. 

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press made a tour of the city early 
yesterday morning. At every block he 
encountered reinforced patrols, and met 
half a dozen squads of gendarmes 
with drawn swords, escorting little 
bands of arrested persons to prison. 
During the night over a thousand ar- 
rests of workmen, agitators and reyo- 
lutionary suspects were made. The 
railroads leading out of the city have 
been placed under martial law, and 
the gendarmes search the passengers 
and baggage on all trains for arms 
and political documents. Systematic 
military perquisitions for political agi- 
tators, and especially members of the 
Proletariat organizations are in full 
swing. 

Not only the Tauride Palace, but 
the gates of the park leading to It, 
are closed, and the surrounding streets 
are alive with gendarmes and secret 
police. With the regular garrison, there 
are now more than 60,000 troops mass- 
ed in the city. 

Upon all the dead walls are posted 
proclamations of the prefect of police 
prohibiting meetings, public or private, 
without permission; the distribution of 
Proclamations, the raising of flags and 
singing in the streets. 

Gagging the Press. 

The prefect of police placed officers 
in the newspaper offices Sunday night 
to see that they did not transgress the 
limits of the law, under threat of con- 
fiscation of their issues. Nevertheless, 
the edition of The Rech was seized 
soon after it left the press. 

From every direction come reports 
that an era of repression bas been In- 
augurated, including the confiscation 
of Radical newspapers and wholesale 
arrests of political and revolutionary 
suspects. 

The great news of the day is the 
adoption of an address to the people 
‘by the deputies to Parliament who as- 
sembled at Viborg, the language of 
which affords pretext enough for the 
Government to lodge its authors In the 
fortress if it feels strong enough. A 
Tumor was spread last night that this 
coarse had been decided upon. 

A large crowd gathered at the Fin- 
land station last night, where the de- 
puties were expected to arrive, but 
only a few appeared, and these were 
not molested and neither was there a 
popular demonstration. 

Will Suppress Appeal. 

Copies of the appeal to the people 
are in the hands of all the St. Peters- 
burg newspapers, but it will scarcely 
De printed to-day for the reason that 
a detachment of police is posted at the 
door of every newspaper printing office 
in the city with orders not to permit 
any papers to leave the building until 
authorized by the censor. 

Police last night were posted at the 
lodgings of M. Sedelnikoff and M. Iyn 
awaiting the return of those revolu- 
thonary delegates who already have 
involved themselves by seditious acts 
since the dissolution of Parliament.

THE EMPIRE PREFERENCE THE MINISTRY 


Would, If Granted, 
Against Three-Fourths of Her Cus- 
tomers—India’s Case in Free Trade 

Controversy Put In a Nutshell— 
Time Ripe for Improvement In 
the Government of India. 


London, July 21.—In introducing the 
Indian budget in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday afternoon, Indian Sec- 
retary Morley sounded a warning note 
on the necessity of excluding India 
from the field of party politics. 

The most engrossing of Great Pri- 
tain’s foreign. relations, he declared, 
were the Asiatic, those involving this 
country with China, Japan and Russia, 
which was a great Asiatic, as well a3 
a European power. 

Any false step in India would land 
Great Britain in a confusion infintely 
more dire and disastrous than had tho 
false step taken in South Africa. 

“India's case in the free trade con- 
troversy can be put in a nutshell,” he 
@eclared. “Her prosperity and corm- 
fort, the growth of her trade and com- 
merce, the solvency of Indja hang upor 
her exports. The United Kingdom takes 
25 per cent of her exports, while Eu- 
rope and the War East takes 75 per cent 
Thus, when the people of Great Bri- 
tain asked Indla for preferential duties 
they were asking her to discriminate 
against three-fourths of her customers.” 

Mr. Morley considered the time ripe 
for an advance in \mprovement of the 
system of the Government of India 
Everybody knew that there was a new 
spirit abroad in India. There might be 
discontent, but there was no disaffec- 
tion among the people, and the present 
government of India was in full sym- 
pathy with the desires of the people 
for the introduction of more western 
ideas, 

With this abject in view the viceroy 
was appointing a commission to en- 
quire how far the extension of the rep- 
resentative element in the Legislative 
Council could be expediently carried 
out. 

The Indian Secretary also said he 
considered that the natives ought to be 
given greater access to the higher 
posts in the administration of India

Sir Sandford urged greater Inter-. 
course between the Mother Country and

free distribution of news information, 
in addition to being self-sustaining by 
other business.

THE PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 


(To the Editor of The Post). 

Dear sir,—In view, of tho tariff 
changes, now under consideration by 
the Government; and people of Oan- 
ada, the following few words on! the 
destruction of, wealth which, the ad- 
yooates of protection admit that tho 
fiscal system fntails, may interest 
tho paltroms of your, widely, read pa- 
per. WAU pena I 

According to their own, Showin\y 
\the protested manufacturers of Can- 
ada destroyed wealth to the value of 
about $60,000,000 last year4 

When this {aot is understood by 
the people who are forced ‘ta pay for 
this destroyed wealth, and whoare in 
the majority in every protestionist 
country, So-called protection will re- 
ceive a short shrift, fey 

All protected manufacturers main- 
tain that in the absence off protes- 
tion Lheir finished products {would 
sell for Jess tham cost of prouction. 
When such products are sold in the 
British market; we know, that they, 
do sell for Jess than cost’ of produc- 
tion. The price realized in {tbat 
market gives us an idea as to what 
the price, would iba here in Canada 
in the absence of protection. , 

For instance a manutucturer stat- 
ed before the, Tariff Commission that 
it cost, $14.50 to produce u ton of 
pig iron in Canada. Recenuy our 
manulucturens have sold large yuan- 
tities of piz iron in tha British mar- 
ket of $941 par fan, or 3 per cent 
Jess than cost of production. 

It is a faot frequently, commented 
on, that; all protested products cap 
ba bought for & much lower price 
outside the borders of the country, 
that produces them than inside its 
borders. ‘Thus this system of tax- 
ation we oall protection not uily 
prevents the different people wlio 
subject themselves to it altaining 
the main object for which all civiliz- 
ed communities are onzanized, i.e, Lo 
supply their own wants with the 
least labor or expense) but forces 
them to supply anyone living cut- 
side their country, with tho Sinest 
of their products at yast cost to 
themselves; for 

In all cases where the protected 
manufacturer f§ells his product in 
neutral markets for less thun cost 
of production, he is repaid for his 
Joss by the Governmenit at tho ex- 
pense of ithe public, under \ cover 
of the bonus, and other special ad- 
vantajes over cha Canadian consum- 
er conferred on the manufacturer by 
the tariff, ¢ 

Althouzh the 
is not built on, 


theory of protection 
the solid foundation 
of imperishable truth, nor do its ad- 
vocates depend in the slightest de- 
gree for support of those, elevating, 
and humanizinz attributes in human 
nature which are mot common to 
both civilized and barbarous men, 
but rather on those qualities that 
are common to both, such as iznor- 
ance, cunninz,zreed, fear, cowardice, 
viciousness, andferocity, yet this one 
contention ofthe protected manufac- 
turers that their finished products 
are worth less tham cost of produc- 
tion is undoubtedly true. Were it 
not true there would be no excuse for 
them asking for protection. 

They admit, therefore, that the 
Taw mailerial used up in their fac- 
tories is worth more than the finish- 
ed products. Some have stated that 
the raw material! to be worth 15 
per cent. more than the finished pro- 
ducts, the majority putting it be- 
tween 20 and 30 per cent. For the 
sake of illustration we will assume 
the average, cost of the raw muter- 
ial, ie., all the olements that enter 
into cost of production, to \be worth 
15 per cent. more than the finished 
products. 

$400,000,000 was about the value of 
the raw material used up in the pro 
tected industries of Camada in 1905. 

According to the admission of the 
protected manufacturers, therefore, 
when this raw material was changed 
into finished products it was only 
worth $340,000,000, or 15 per cent, 
Jess than the raw material. This 
indicates a destruction of wealth, 
equal to $60,000,000 during the year. 

Because the tariff empowered the 
| manufacturers to change the value 
of this destroyed wealth to the Can- 
adian consumer, did not alter the 
faot that in the process of chaning 
the raw maltterial into the finished 
products there was a fast destruc- 
ition of the wealth of the country; 
a destruction of wealth aoa real ag 
if it hod been destroyed by a great 
(lire or, w mob of amarchists, Indeed, 
so called protection is amrohy in dis- 
guise, 

It is the enormous and continuous 
destruction of wealth protection en- 
tails that causes the constant short- 
age of capital, the ever increasing 
poverty, and frequently recurring 
periods of depressed trade peculiar 
to all protectionist countries. Even 
tbe United States, the most favored 
by naituro, ond cureed by tariffs, of 
a1] countriues in the world, has been 
oblized to borrow from one single 
Jittle country $7,500,000,000, whilst her 
poor and criminals havo increased to 
such a deigree that they now endan- 
ger her civilization and no country 
suffers more frequently, so intense- 
ly, or for longer periods, from de- 
pressed trade, We in Canada pay 
tribule to the same country, on a 
dobt of about $1,000,000,000, the of her 
countries combined owe ‘her people 
about $7,500,000,000. 

Practically speaking, this debt 
(some $16,000,000,000) has accrued, to 
the credit of the people of Great 
Britain since her jzovernment ceased 
to enovrage eome of them to produce 
things wt a loss, at the expense of 
(those who produce alll a profit and the 
proteclionist governments Zot busy 
taxing Lheir own people into pover- 
ty lo enable their manufacturers to 
supply Lhe people of Great Britain 
with the finest of their protected and 
bonua fed ;zoods ahvay below cost of 
production. 

It cheers the hearts of the people 
of protectionist countries to be- 
lieve, as the ‘tariff beneficiaries and 
their hirelings teach them, that the 
bonus [fed goods are ruining the 
trade and impoverishinz the people 
of the protectionist countries rea- 
realize the fact that these protected 
and ‘bonus fed \goods are enrichiuzy 
the people of Great Britain beyond

wages. For productive labor, that 
is to say, labor devoted to the pro- 
duction of ithinzs that mould 
sell] for more ‘than cost of pro- 
duotion in the absence of protection, 
not only produces al! wealth, bat 
sustains the value of that which we 
have already acoumulated. ie 

It is the current profits Arising 
from such labor amd labor only, that 
furnishes the fund from which all 
the disbursements of the body poli- 
tic are paid, whether such payments 
are made for the maintenance of our 
protected industries, the charitable 
dole, the return to capital for its use, 
the wajzes, keep, fees or emoluments 
af the non-producers, the cost of |Zov- 
ernment, the swalz of the thief or 
the contributions: we make to the 
people of other countries in the form 
of our protected and bonus! fed ocds, 
for less than it costs us to produce 
them. 

To produce’ alt a loss as our pro- 
tected manufacturers admit they are 
doinz, would check ‘the growth of 
the public fortune, even if the loss 
fell on those engalzed in such produc- 
tion, but for the government toen- 
courage the unlimited expansion of 
such production at the expense and 
consequent check to the expansion 
of profitable production (the only 
kind of production from which any 
revenue, public or private, can be ob- 
tained) iy surely the very quintes- 
sence of governmental foily. 

Such folly on the part of goyern- 
ments is the one controlable cause 
of the increase of thost jzreat evils 
that now menace the civilization of 
protectionist countries, i.c., the in-e- 
qualities in the division of wealth, 
jzovernmental corruption, poverty 
and crime. “ 

In those countries where the ex- 
pansion of unprofitable production is 
not encourajzed at the expense of that 
which is prfitalble, (ie. free trade 
countries) wealth is becoming dif- 
fused amonzst an increasing propor- 
tion of the people, whilst poverty, 
crime and zovernmental corruption 
is decreasing. 

These broad facts should help our 
government to resist the present and 
all future attacks of the protected 


manufacturers on the honest and 
hard won earninza of our wealth 
producers.

Although it is quite true, aa any 
protected manufacturer will mnain- 
ttain, that his finished product would 
be worth less tham cost of production 
in the absence of protection, yet our 
own experience proyes. thal manu- 
facturera as a whole, would jzain in- 
finitely more by the cheapened raw 
material and widened market thao 
a general and radical reduction in 
the tariff would necessarily involve.

INNOVATION IN RAILROADING. 


Transforming Trunk Line System Road 
Into an Electrio Railway. 

Railroad men and electricians, not 
only in, the United States, ‘but also 
throughout Canada, are intensely in- 
terested in the outcome of the adop- 
tion of olectricity in place of sicam 
on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad,. 

Thirty-five locomotives are being 
built by the Westinghouse Company, 
and it is probable that tha first sim- 
jgle-phaso elegtrie train will run be- 
tween New York and Shamford and 
Conneclioul, ‘before the summer is 
over. 

Tho first installation of apparatus 
will have a capacity of 12,000 horse- 
power, consisting of Westinighouse- 
Parsons steam turbines and Westinz- 
houso alternating current sinzle- 
phase jzonerators. / 

The progress of the work is being 
60 carefully watched, not only  be- 
cause of the effect that the olectric 
equipment which ia being installed 
‘by the Westinghouse Compuny is a 
new departure from electrical pro- 
pulsion already im in vogue, but is 
also marka another step in the con- 
vorsion of steam railroads into elec- 
tric railways. 

Here in Canada, the Grand Trunk 
Railway has decided on electricity as 
the motive power in the St. Clair 
tannel at Sarnia. Tho Canadian 
Westinghouse Company has the con- 
tract for the olectrifioation of this 
part of the line, and will install the 
same typo of apparatus, ete., for the 
Grand Trunk as the Westinzhouse 
Company are for tho New York, New 
Hayen and Hartford Railway in ‘the 
United Slates. 


The Sea as a Coal Bin. 

They are using the sea as a coal 
‘bin in England, Eighteen months 
aizo iron crates containing, coal wero 
sunk in a big basin in the dookyards 
act Portsmouth, At the same timo 
tho same quantity of coal was carc- 
fully slored in the open air at a 
eoaling point and sheltered by tar- 
paulins, At intervals of six months 
two samples of each storaze have 
taken and carefull burned. Tho re- 
sults have shown conclusively by the 
submarine storaize of coal its calorfic 
value steadily increases, while by 
sctoraize of coal its calorfio value is 
jereat, the heat of the sun extracting 
‘the light, volatile oils. Tho admiral- 
ity is satisfied with the physical and 
financial advantages of submarine 
scoraize, and has now dirocted that 
experiments be made to ascertain its 
practicability on a lanzger scale.

(CANADA COMPANIES 


May Export Only 50,000 H. P. 
of Niagara Electric Power. 


PERMITS ARE TEMPORARY 


Secretary Taft Intimates That He Must 
Investigate Before Granting Perman- 
ent Permits for Such Transmission 
of Power to the United States by 
Canadian Companios—Perman- 
ent Rights Depend on Result. 


Washington, July 20.—In accordance 
with the act granting authority to the 
Secretary of War to regulate and con- 
tro] the waters of Niagara River for 
the preservation of Ningara Falls, Sec- 
retary Taft has announced that tem- 
porary permits will be granted power 
companies to take the following 
amounts of water: 

Niagara Falls Power Co., 8,600 cublo 
feet per second. 

Niagara Power Co., 4,000 cuble feet 
Q second. 

Lockport Hydraulic Co., 500 cubio 
feet from tho Drie Canal, and 333 cubla 
fect from tho lower level of the same 
canal at Lockport. 

The Niagara, Lockport and Ontario 
Power Co. is granted permission to 
recefve into the United States elec- 
trical current equivalent to 25,000 
horse-power daily from the Ontario 
Power Co. of Niagara Valls, Canada, 


and the Niagara Falls Power Co. not 
to exceed 25,000 horse-power of elec- 
trical current daily, 

These last two permits are the only 
ones granted for the taking of elec- 
tricity generated in Canada into the 
United States, and the Secretary of 
War states that it will be necessary 
for him to make a thorough investiga- 
tion before granting permanent per- 
mits for such transmission, 

Secretary Tafts statmement shows 
that under the law the amount of 
water which he can permit to be 
taken {s limited to 15,600 cubic feet a 
second, and he says that it does not 
seem to be necessary at this time to 
grant permits to companies which are 
not actually in operation,

Guatemala City, July 20.—This of- 
cial account of the fighting at Platanar 
and Metapam, July 17, was communi- 
vated to the Associated Press yester- 

day: 

“The last two battles, fought before 
5 o'clock Wednesday morning, July 18, 
when the armistice began, were won 
by the Guatemalans, who defeated the 
Salvadoreans in Metapam, completely 
destroying them. If a few remained 
in the fortifications at Platanar, it was 
because the armistice which found 
them there was respected. Reports 
contradicting these facts are false.”

Earth Is Never Still Between the 
Continuous Vibrations, 


52 SHOCKS SINCE SUNDAY 


Noise of the Convulsions Is Frightful— 
Not a House In Socorro Is Safe to 
Enter, and Population Is Deserting 

the City by Thousands—Centre 

( of the Earthquake Zone Is 10 

Miles Wide by 30 Miles Long. 


‘Albuquerque, N. M., July 20.—Re- 
fugees in large numbers are arriving 
here from Socorro, N. M., where great 
damage has been wrought by a succes- 
sion of earthquakes since July 2. In 
that time not an hour has passed with- 
out one or more quakes. The centre 
of the disturbance is a zone 30 miles 
long by about 10 miles wide, running 
from the Ladrone Mountains southeast 
through Socorro, San Antonio and San 
Marcia. This side of the belt the 
shocks have been hardly felt. 

Rumblings Like Heavy Thunder. 

Wach one Js preceded by a loud rum- 
bling like heavy thunder, which can be 
heard approaching from the northwest 
before it reaches Socorro. 

People are leaving on every train, and 
those who cannot ride on the ra\lroad 
are leaving by wagon. About 2,000 per- 
6ons are camping out in tents, and no 
one @ares to go indoors. Practically 
every residence and business block in 
the town has been damaged. There 
has been much distress among the peo- 
ple who are camping in the open, as 
heavy rains have fallen in the last two 
days, one being the heaviest for 650 
years. 

Ground Slips Violently. 

‘The shocks generally occur as short, 
eharp jerks, the ground seeming to slip 
violently. It is belleved that the ad- 
justment of rock strata In the rugged 
Ladrone and Magdalena Mountains {s 
the cause of the continued shocks. 
Provisions are growing scarce and real 
Gistress is feargd for. the refugees. 
‘he noise and the quakes are fright- 
ful,” said Mrs, J. J. Leeson, a refugee 
rom Socorro. “I haye experienced 
earthquakes at Los AngeJes and San 
Francisco, but never anything so sick- 
ening as these prolonged rockings and 
Jerkings of the earth at Socorro. Water 
placed in a dow) will show continuous 
vibrations between the greater shocks, 
showing that the earth is never still 
Not a house in town is safe to enter 
and chimneys and walls topple with 
each recurrent tremor.” 4 

52 Shocks Since Sunday. 

Fifty-two shocks have been felt since 
Sunday morning. The court house is 
wrecked. The bullding of the School 
of Mines is cracked and nearly every 
residence Jn the city is destroyed or 
much damaged. The town ds largely 
dullt of adobe or brick The Sante Fe 
Railroad has sent box cars to Socorro 
to take the people away, and many have 
already fled to old town Huge bould- 
ers have been jarred down on the rail- 
road track and trains cannot enter the 
town. They stop several miles outside 
the place. 

Hot Springs Hotter. 

‘The water in the Hot Springs near 
Socorro has increased several degrees 
in temperature, and the inhabitants fear 
that the extinct yoleano ten miles from 
the town will become active again. 

The entire surrounding country has 
felt the shocks and much damage has 
been done, especially at San Marcia and 
Magdalena. 

Menace to Railways. 

Tojeka, Kans., July 20—Reports re- 
celved at the general office of the 
Atchison, Tojeka and Santa Fe road 
tell of delay to traffic on account of 
New Mexico earthquake. Boulders 
shaken down from the mountain sides 
have covered the railway tracks in 
places and fully fifty carlonds of lava 
covers the tracks south of San Marcia 


Monument to Champlain. 

Bar Harbor, Me., July 20.—A monu- 
ment to mark the discovery of Mount 
Desert Island by the French explorer, 
Samuel De Champlain, on Sept. 5, 1604, 
Was dedicated Wednesday. The monu- 
ment Is a moss-covered boulder, plac- 
ed just east of the Seal Harbor, facing 
the open Atlantic. On one side of the 
stone is a bronze tablet with the fol- 
lowing inscription: “In honor of Sam- 
ue] De Champlain, barn in France, 1567, 
died at Quebec, 1635: Soldier, sailor, ex- 
plorer and administrator, who gave this 
{sland its name. On the reverse of 
the stone, there is an inscription 
which is an extract from Champlain's 
dairy. 


Estate of Wm. Hendrle. 


Toronto, July 20—The will of the 
late William Hendrie of Hamilton was 
filed for probate yesterday.
